SETTLE WITH THE SWORD.

The dueU of Heidelberg mre »c"rjr 
famous. There is perhaps no univer- 
sity In Germany at which dueling in 
not practiced, but here it is regarded 
alsnost as a religious doty. The son* 
of Mm rich congregate at Heidelberg, 
and they are the people who arc 
especially addicted to this form of 
student pastime In Germany. It Is not 
an exaggeration to say that between 
SO and HO due's take place here 
every week during' the semester, 
ami these nearly all at the Ilirsch- 
gesse. a little tavern across the river 
from Heidelberg, which is known and 
advertised everywhere as the place of 
retort for snch encounters. It has 
aerved In thin capacity for a great 
many yeara The signboards point to 
It. Ft is mentioned in the guide books 
and everyone knows of It except the 
university officials and the police It 
la not a ten-minute walk from the cen- 
ter of the town, though it Is outside of 
the rity jurisdiction. Thi*, however, 
seems to be a matter of no moment, 
for totuo of tbe clubs for a period last 
year fought in the town itself, at a 
tavern directly in the shadow of the 
old castle. There arc duels here some 
three or four mornings every week by 
the members of the various fighting 
clubs, of which Heidelberg has an 
enormous number. The most aristo- 
cratic of them all is the Saxo-Borussia. 
This club bears cartel relation! with 
the Bcrossia of Bonn, to which the 
Hohenzollerns belong. Five or six 
duels between various combatants are 
usually fought on the same morning. 

'J'li is is all a curious commentary on 
law and order at they are supposed to 
exUt in Germany. Such machinery 
for the enforcement of law as is to be 
found here flourishes in uo other land 
in the world, and yet, for one reuson 
or another, the dnel goes on unhin- 
dered. By the laws of the empire, 
without taking into account the pen- 
alties prescribed by the lower juri ..Mo- 
tions, there is the most severe punish- 
ment for dueling and challenging to 
duel. In spite of various attempts to 
make other interpretations, the stu- 
dent duels have, by the supreme court 
of the empire, been decided to be duels 
in the sense of the law. Yet publicly 
in the reichstag, no longer a 
last winter, an esteemed member of 
the kaiser's ministry declared himself 
and his government at issue, not only 
with the laws and the supreme court, 
but with whatever moral feeling there 
maybe in the land against this ma- 
levolent form of evil. 

That there is a strong feeling against 
the systematic mutilation of the hu- 
man face in the universities there can 
be no doubt, although it la sometimes 
difficult to discern. Those who are 
opposed to It, however, are so far re- 
moved from the throne of authority 
that they cannot make their influence 
felt. It is one of those abominations, 
of which there are several In Germany, 
that there will bo no way to uproot 
until there is established a govern- j 
merit which can rest in some way upon 
a free and responsible public opinion. 
Whatever the government of Germany 
Is to-day, it is not this. Dueling is so 
common at Heidelberg that it is said 
sometimes by those who do not know 
their subject that all students fight 
This Is, of course, not true, though 
there is relatively a larger proportion 
engaged nt it here than at some other 
universities. There are surely not 
more than 300 fighters out of a whole 
attendance of 1,200 This figure, how- 
ever, mav be slightly below the mark. 
—Philadelphia Telegraph.

I by miners In bring- 
ing gold from piles of mineral-bearing 
quartz is charged with a simple ohoiu- 
ical, which has the potency to dissolve 
gold and hold It In solution. The 
iparkling liquid, which flows over hun- 
dreds of tons of quartz, trickles through 
the mines and seeks its level, laden 
with gold, is charged with a deadly 
poison, cyanide of potassium, a drug 
which ferrets out the minutest parti- 
cles of the yellowish metal and dis- 
solves them und brings the precious 
bnrden to the vats for oooveraioa inlo 
refined gold agalu. 

The cyanide process is as noiseless 
and unerring as the laws of gravita- 
tion. Tho method Is based on the. fact 
that even a very weak solution cyanide 
of potassium dissolves gold and silver, 
forming, respectively, miro-potasnlc 
cyanide and argouto-poUsaio cyanide. 
The solution is separated from the 
solid materia), and the gold and silver 
am precipitated In metallic f th, 
During the last five years tha process 
has beeu Introduced Into aluosl ever;
